Six heavily armed bandits held up 
a government mail truck here to- 
day and escaped with niue sacks of 
registered mail* 


, , The robbers intercepted the truck 
at 8:30 a. m., covered the driver and 
armed guard with revolvers, seized 
the mall sacks and dashed away in 
an automobile. 


No estimate of 
tho amount of 


money contained in tfca sacks had 
been made. 


The truck was carrying tho heavy 
Easter week-end mail from the main 
postoffice to the Bridge branch post- 
office in the heart of the commission 
house district near the water front. 
Federal officials investigating the 


holdup worked on the theory it was 
carried out by the same gang which 
robbed a mail truck at Springfield 
Sunday morning. One of the suspects 
captured at Springfield was a well- 
known St. Louis police character. 
WILD WEST METHODS 


The St. Louis holdup was carried 


out in regulation "wild west" meth- 
ods, used in the Springfield robbery. 


Bringing their automobile to 
a 
stop directly in front of the mail 
1 ruck, the bandits leaped out, five of 
ihem holding; sawed off shotguns 
and the sixth levelling two heavy 
<allbre revolvers at tho driver and 
the guards pf the truck. 


All of the bandits were masked 


with large handkerchiefs. 


Working deliberately, three of the 


jobbers transferred tho mail sacks 
from the truck to the roar seat of 
their automobile.

A Bit of History as Compiled by The Ohio Building Association League 


This week marks the 56th anniversary of 


the founding of a building and loan company in 
Lima, the first institution having been organized 
in 1867. From a little institution with its few 
thousand dollars of deposits, which began busi- 
ness more than a half century ago, have sprung 
six institutions, with Assets of $11,307,901.92.

Building and loan institutions were founded 


primarily for the purpose of helping people to 
own their own homes and they have adhered to 
this purpose very closely during their more 
than half century of existence. Lima building 
and loan institutions financed 90 per cent of the 
home building in Lima last year and will equal 
that record during 1923. 


Figures recently compiled by Secretary of 


Commerce Hoover show that losses in building 
and loan associations are the smallest suffered 
by any financial group in the world. In Lima, 
despite the fact that building and loan institu- 
tions have catered to more than 100,000 persons 
and have handled millions of dollars, not a de- 
positor has lost a single penny In ithe last decade. 


Fora half century Lima Aiding and loan 


institutions have been clearinghouses for people 
who have money and people who want it. They 
have Collected money, paying a reasonable 
premium for it, and loaned it to prospective 
home builders at a moderate rate of interest 
Building and loan institutions were operated in 


Lima last year at an average cost of 1.3 cents on 
every $100 handled. No other business in the 
country is operated with such a low overhead. 


Building and loan officials can look bade 


over the last half century with considerable 
pride, as!/&ey-;';'^9^that^-tli&y;.haye^iay^ a 
very important part in the upbuilding of Lima, 
nearly half of the homes that are now standing 
having been secured through some aid from 
building and loan institutions. 


Money placed in building and -loan, com- 


panies is money that is -quickly put into distri- 
bution and circulation—spnieoi it goes to the 
material men; to thp contractor and builder; to 
the agents for builders' supplies; to the merch- 
ant, the the tradesman and the farmer. When- 
ever a dollar is put in building and loan associa- 
tions, it is immediately put back into circula- 
tion, to the benefit of everybody in the 
community.

Demands for home loans indicate that there 


will be more homes built this spring than during 
the spring of last year. For/the first tinie in tte 
past five years, building and loan associations 
have considerable money on hand to meet the 
demand for home loans. 
However, the de- 


mand so far has given indications^* being sq 
heavy that it is likely that all the money build? 
ing and loans can get together will find home 
loans to take it.

ACH and every person, residing in Allen-co is in debt to the 
extent of $100.42, due-to the amount of bonds issued by the 


yarious taxing districts in this county. 
In 1910 this individual 


debt aniounted to only $29.59, hence it is quite easy to see and 
understand that the very thing Governor Vic Donahey has been 
inveighing against for several years may sooner or later land the 
potpjty on financial ror-ks. 
\ 
And this county is no exception to the general rule. The 


pam« thing exists in about every other unit of the commonwealth, 
pome of them more deeply involved in tu.c matter of bonded in- 
debtedness tban Allcn-co. According to information compiled by 
Auditor of State Joseph TYucey, the bonded indebtedness o 
Jnf districts in this county has grown irom $J, 674,402 in 1930 to 


This represents the sum total of securities ibsued by the 


cities, viilage&, townships and school districts, but does 


include state bond issues. With the population of Allen-cO 


70,600, it is seen that the iWdfed debt upon each, person is 


•trouhd $100. Despite the fact that warning has been given re- 
peatedly by taxation experts that the state and counttes were 
lieftdtng toward bankruptcy, the orgy of bonded indebtedness 
has" tteen IncreabhiR. A loose-jointed legislature is even now en- 
deavoring to make it easier for taxing districts to increase their 
buM«n of debt. 


As a natural sequence, increase in the county's debt makes 


it iMteaasary that the per capita taxes paid by residents of the 
county sho* a similar growth. In 1910 the average tax per per- 
son In Allen-co was $14.10. This grew to $21,16 in 1920 and in 
1928 it mounted to $33.73 per person. 


The total bonded indebtedness of the various taxing districts 


of the state last year attained the astounding total of .$697,087,- 
137, not including state bonds. In 1910 the total was only 
1!6,14J>. The debt has been growing by leaps and bounds. 
Therfe is little wonder that grave concern is being felt for the fu- 
ture by fiscal officials and that cities are bordering on bank- 
ruptcy.
